Commercial! radiograms after 
Dec, 1, 1927, have -been accepted 
by all the radio stations under the 
control of the Nationalist Govern:

' AIRMAN KILLED. 
EX-OFFICER’S CRASH ON 
|" PLEASURE FLIGHT. 


Mr. Albert Critchley, while fly- 
ing a solo machine at the York- 
shire Aeroplane Club's "Aero. 
drome, Sherburn-in-Elmet, near 
Leeds, crashed and died from his 
injuries within a few minutes. 
The machine. got into a spin and 
then nose-dived. 

Mr. Critchley, who was 27 years 
of age and a dental surgeon, lived 
in Newton-road, Chapeltown, 
Leeds.’
